Dear Mr. Miranda: 

The purposes of this letter are to confirm our telephone conversation of Tuesday, July 25, 
2006 between you, Doug TJpdegraff and Lee Hill of Bluegrass Cellular, and me, and to respond 
to y o u  letter filed with the Public Service Commission of the Commonwealth of Kentucky (the 
"Commission"), on or about July 21,2006, a copy of which is enclosed for your convenience. 

In your July 21St letter, you informed the Commission that you and Bluegrass Cellular 
had reached an agreement pursuant to which you and or the residents of Alligator Cove would 
support Bluegrass Cellular's construction of the Alligator cell site. 

Respectfblly, no such agreement has been reached. 

To be clear, Bluegrass Cellular responds to the demands of your July 21St letter as 
follows. 

(1) Bluegrass Cellular, at its expense, will plant 12 evergreen pine or spruce trees along 
that part of Missionary Road that is adjacent to the proposed cell site. 

(2) Bluegrass Cellular cannot agree to the purchase and placement of the stone pillars, as 
described in your July 21St letter, at the entrance of Cove Road. 
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(3) Bluegrass Cellular, at its expense, will plant evergreen pine or spruce trees around 
the proposed cell tower facility compound. 

In summary, Bluegrass Cellular is willing to do (1) and (3), but not (2).
